Argentina 
Reverses Stand

NEW YORK (AP)-A couple of 


drinks, an entertaining mystery 
story—and even the wife—could 
be a big help when you face up 
to that pesky chore of figuring 
your income tax this year.

"After you make out your form, 


put it aside, take a rest, go to 
the movies, or have a couple of 
drinks," suggested an official of 
the New York Regional Commis< 
sioner's Office of the IRS. 


"Then, after a day or two, go 


bock and check the figures. If 
everyone did this, we could cut 
the simple arithmetic errors by 
75( per cent," he estimated.
